$12,000 each. Thaw’s income from 
his father’s estate is $33,000 a year 
It would take fifteen years’ income 
to pay these bills. Murder may be 
one of the safest of crimes, but under 
some circumstances it is also one of 
the most expensive.

It 
was in th ? nineteenth century that a 
woman found guilty of some trifling 
offense w,is sentenced to death. By 
chance tly» warrant fer her execution 
was not sent to the high sheriff, and 
she remained in prison for about three 
years, acting as a jaii washerwoman, 
and occasionally, as a favor in ac- 
knowledgement of hei good behavior, 
going out, as was ther. the custom, as 
washerwoman to private houses. But 
a clerk looking through the home of- 
fice records found tbs warrant that 
had never been dispatched, and it was 
thereupon promptly f-rwarded to the 
sheriff for due proce^a. The woman 
was found by the turn .:ey at the wash- 
tub in a house in the tpwn — Aylesbury. 
‘Well, missus,” said ae, ‘‘you are to 
be hanged. The warrsjit has come at 
last, and we must cai^y the sentence 
out to-morrow morning at the latest.” 
‘‘Werry well, then,” the wretched 
woman submissively replied, “I suj>- 
pose I must go,” and having washed 
the soapsuds off her arms departed 
with the official. She vas duly hanged 
next marring.

Veteran Warrior and Statesman at 
Front Once More In Japan. 

General Viscount Taro Katsura, who 
has come to the front in Japanese pol- 
itics again in consequence of the re- 
cent reorganization of the cabinet, has 
several times been prime minister of 
Japan and is one of the greatest sol- 
diers of the empire. He has the repu- 
tation of being a strong friend of Amer- 
ica. The viscount was born in 1849. 
is of samurai family and belongs to 
the Choshin clan, bailing from the 
province of Nagato — the birthplace of 
about nine out of ten of the country’s 
great men. He began his fighting ca- 
rer in 18G7 in the civil war which 
resulted in the overthrow of the old 
order of things and the adoption of 
western civilization. He was only a 
subaltern then, but Japan rang with 
stories of his remarkable skill and 
courage in leading men.
